talen ts shone—but drink snuffed out his light. 
For years a poet cam e to my office. 
He used to leave poems in lieu 
c f paym ent for money given for food. 
A real poet in every sense of the 
word, he was a delight to me. 
He drank from the fountain of beauty it­ 
self, and deathless little gems dripped from his very finger-tips. 
T hen 
success and money cam s -and I have seen him no more. 
From a Boston "a rm -ch a ir restaurant” to the brilliant lights of B road ­ 
way and national literary fam e, isn’t so very far, after all. 
But that tells 
the story of an associate on a Baston newspaper, 
Fam e and affluence, 
however, only sweetened th at character and emphasized its gentleness 
and worth. His light burned brilliantly to the very last. 
One by one these friends, like lighted candles, have passed before 
me. 
A few have been acclaim ed around the world. 
Some have remained 
true and genuine, others have gone “the way of all flesh” and found 
the lure of gold and applause as their meat and drink. 
All life Is selec­ 
tive. 
We choose the gods whom we would serve. 
B ut what a thrill to help light the candle of a life which burns long, 
even far into the very night of the world, and to know that its beam s have 
fnriched and cheered untold numbers, spreading an influence th at n oth ­ 
ing can dim or efface! 
A light, once given to the world, however, never perm anently dies. 
It leaves something th a t even darkness can never quite obliterate.

Famed Adams County Emblem of Democratic Victory in Elections 
On the Seventy-Ninth Anniversary of Cannon's Dedication Today

’■TODAY marks the seventy-ninth anniversary of the public 
reception for “Penelope Ann,” the successor to “Penel­ 
ope,” used for many years by dem ocrats of Gettysburg to 
celebrate victories at the polls, but which exploded on Tues­ 
day, November 20, 1855. when fired in challenge to a repub­ 
lican cannon, known as “Sam." 
“Penelope Ann ’ is the same cannon which democrats of 
Gettysburg and Adams county used in their “Up Salt River" 
parade in celebration of their November victory at the polls. 
The first “Penelope” is now embedded in the concrete side­ 
walk in front of the McClean building, Baltimore street, for­ 
merly the establishment of the county’s official democratic 
newspaper, “The Compiler."
